and although owned by the state only 
tem p o rary repairs have been made to 
i it. 
W hile of clay, it has been in fair- 
| ly good condition during th e sum m er 
m onths, hut a wet spell will m ake it 
alm ost impassable. 
A gitation to have the road built 
has been carried on for som e tim e 
by the residents of Fairfield who a re 
anxious to have a road th a t will p e r­ 
mit year-round travel between t h a t 
place and G ettysburg.

Mrs. M atilda Josephine Sm ith, old­ 
est resident of G ettysburg, and one of 
th e oldest in A dam s county, died su d ­ 
denly a t th e home of her d a u g h te r, 
Mrs. E dw ard R. Dull, 330 South W a s h ­ 
ington stree t, a t 6:15 o’clock, M onday 
evening. 
Mrs. S m ith was aged 95 years, 5 
m onths and 22 days. 
The aged w om an was in h er usual 
health Monday, and sa t in the yard 
of the Dull home talk in g w ith n e ig h ­ 
bors at different tim es d u ring the day. 
A fter e a tin g a h earty supper, she re ­ 
turned to her chair in inc yard. 
She w as seated only a few m inutes, 
when 
neighlairs saw her head 
sag 
forw ard. 
T hey notified m em b ers of 
the Dull fam ily, but when th ey re a c h ­ 
ed the stricken w om an's side d ea th 
had ensued, ap p a ren tly in stan tan eo u s. 
A h ea rt a ttac k was given as the cause 
of death. 
Mrs. Sm ith was b o m n e a r G e tty s ­ 
burg, her m aiden nam e being H aner. 
She «|>ent m ost of h er life in G e tty s ­ 
burg, and resided here at th e tim e of 
the battle in 1863. 
Endowed w ith a 
rem ark ab le m em ory, which tim e ap ­ 
paren tly could not 
dull, M rs.' Sm ith 
w as able to converse clearly on her 
recollection o f 
events in connection 
with th e b a ttle of G ettysburg.
